Excerpt From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first 10 days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary. 

98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days

And whereas the Grantee desires to obtain 
from the Grantor the rights and rights-of-way 
hereinafter mentioned over and upon the said 
lands, and it is desirable that the Grantee acquire 
the said rights and rights-of-way for dyking 
purposes: 

NOW, THEREFORE, THIS AGREEMENT 
WITNESSETH that, in consideration of the 
sum of now paid by the Grantee to the 
Grantor and the premises, covenants, and agrec- 
ments hereinafter set forth, the parties hereto 
covenant, agree, represent, and promise as 
follows: 

1. The Grantor doth hereby grant forever unto 
the Grantee the full, free, and uninterrupted

8. The Grantor covenants that it will at all 
times from the date hereof and up to the time 
that its said rights shall end and cease to exist 
teturn to good condition and keep in good re- 
pair any portion of the dyke and its appurte- 
nances which may be disturbed by the Grantor, 
its servants, agents, officials, and licensees in the 
course of or arising out of the use of, and con- 
Struction, operation, and maintenance of any 
works on the lands. The Grantor ALSO 
COVENANTS that it will not damage the said 
dyke, and that, if it does cause any damage to 
the said dyke, it will forthwith repair the same 
to the satisfaction of the Municipal Engineer, 
or if the Grantee carries out the repairs, re- 
imburse the Grantee for the costs thereof.

11. The parties hereto agree that the Grantor 
may place or construct a building or structure 
on the south (land) side of the dyke in that area 
of the right-of-way south of a point 6 feet south 
of the centre line of the crest of the dyke, pro- 
vided that 

(a) building floor elevations shall not be 
lower than 11 GSC; 

(b) structure foundations shall not interfere 
with dyke stability and shall therefore in- 
corporate measures to the satisfaction of 
the Municipal Engineer for control of 
seepage. 

12. The parties hereto agree that the Grantor 
may place or construct a building or structure on 
the north (river) side of the dyke in that area 
of the right-of-way north of a point 6 feet north 
of the centre line of the crest of the dyke plus 
the area occupied by rip-rap, provided that 

(a) building floor elevations shall not be lower 
that 11 GSC; 

(b) structure foundations shall not interfere 
with dyke stability and shall therefore in- 
corporate measures to the satisfaction of 
the Municipal Engineer for control of 
dyke materials. 


13. In the event that a building or structure 
is constructed within an area of the right-of-way 
as described in the two preceding paragraphs, 
then in such case the Grantee shall release that 
area from the provisions of this agreement. 


14. The parties hereto covenant and agree that 
should it be necessary or convenient to alter the 
location of the dyke, then, provided the parties 
hereto agree, a new right-of-way agreement in 
the form of this agreement will be entered into 
covering the new area, and this agreement shall 
be declared null and void, 


15. It is mutually understood, agreed, and 
declared by and between the parties hereto that 
this agreement shall be construed as running with 
the land and that no part of the fee of the soil 
thereof shall pass to or be vested in the Grantee 
under or by these presents and in particular, but 
without limiting the generality of the foregoing, 
that the rights and right-of-way granted hereby 
shall not convey any interest in the riparian 
rights of the Grantor, including the rights to 
tile to all lands which have acereted or may 
acerete to the lands, 

16, Save as aforesaid, nothing in these presents 
shall be interpreted so as to restrict of prevent 
the Grantor from using the right-of-way in any 
manner which does not in the opinion of the 
Grantee interfere with the security or efficient 
functioning of or unobstructed access to the 
dyke and drainage works, provided that the con- 
sent of the Grantee is obtained. 


17, Nothing in this agreement shall operate or 
be construed as permitting anything inconsistent 


with any statute of the Government of Canada 
or of the Province of British Columbia or of 
any regulation or by-law passed thereunder. 

18. This agreement shall enure to the benefit 
of and be binding upon the parties hereto, their 
respective heirs, executors, administrators, and 
assigns. 

19. Wherever the singular or the masculine 
are used throughout this indenture, the same 
shall be construed as meaning the plural or the 
feminine or body corporate or politic, where the 
context or the parties hereto so require.
